APGHANISTAN'S KARMAL INTERVIEWED PRIOR TO VISIT

[Undated interview given in Kabul by Babrak Karmal, general secretary of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the People's Democratic Party of Afghanistan and head of the 
Revolutionary Council, to RUDE PRAVO especial correspondent Viadimir Divis and 
CTK correspondent Peter Frankl: “Our Revolution Ise Irreversible") 


[Text] Czechoslovakia will soon welcome a distinguished guest--the highest repre- 
sentative of the Democratic Republic of Afghanisten [DRA] Babrak Karmal, general 
secretary of the Central Committee of the People's Democratic Party of Afghanistan 
[PDPA}) and head of the Revolutionary Council. It will not be hie first visit to 
Czechoslovakia. After the victory of the Afghan revolution, Comrade Karmal was sent 
to our country as the DRA's ambassador. The highest government posts in Afghanistan 
had in the meantime been seized by the adventurer Amin, who mercilessly eliminated 
the organizers of the revolution, depriving Babrak Karmal of his diplomatic aan- 
date. In December 1979 Amin's rule of and revolutionary forces 

elected Comrade Karmal head of the party and state leadership. His first visit 
abroad since the beginning of the second stage of the April revolution was his 
visit to the USSR last October. His approaching arrival in the CSSR will be his 
second official trip abroad as the highest representative o 

special correspondent and the CTK correspondent in Kabul asked him for an inter- 
view. 











[Question] You got to know Czechoslovakia and ite people well in the course of 
your previous stay in our country. What does our country mean for you personally? 


{anmwer|] Indeed, this will be my second trip to fraternal Czechoslovakia. Deep in 
my heart I harbor unforgettable memories of the industrious and brave Czechoslovak 
people, who are bearers of a highly humane spirit. Our party and our people fully 
share my feelings. The Czechoslovak people are upright and assiduous in their 
work. They love their homeland and, at the same time, an internationalist spirit 
characterizes them. The consistent struggle being waged by the Czechoslovak people 
and their vanguard, the CPCZ, for preserving peace, for freedom, independence, demo- 
cracy and social progress and their imamense endeavor to build an advanced socialist 
society can serve as an example and a model for all progressive and revolutionary 
forces all over the world. The May uprising of the inhabitants of Prague and the 
Czech people in 1945, the Slovak people's armed national uprising against Hitlerite 
fasciem, the establishment of the national front under the CPCZ's leadership--those 











were events that are etched in gold in the chronicle of the Ceechoslovak people's 
etruggle for freedom and independence. 


I have many faithful friends in the CSSR among party and estate officials but aleo 
among workers, farmers and members of the intelligenteia. The ties of friendship 
which I and other members of ay family established during our former long-term 

stay in Czechoslovakia will lest until the end of wy life. Your country is ay 
second homeland and that ie why I will always be very happy to come back for a virit. 


[Question] What impressed you moet during your previous etay in our country? 


[Anawer| It wae primarily the brotherhood, equality and broad cooperation between 
the Czech and Slovak peoples in their common homeland, the CSSR. Of all my exper- 
fences this inepiring example of solving ¢iwnationality tesue impressed me most. 


[Question] How do you assess the results of cooperation between the DRA and the 
CSSR achieved so far? 


[Anewer] As far as cooperation between our countries is concerned, I believe that 
in the last 3 years, in particular, it was enriched by new, broader forms in the 
economic, cultural and scientific-technical spheres. Czechoslovakia, with its 
abundant experience in building socialiam and ite advanced industrial base, not 
only cooperates broadly with socialist and advanced capitalist countries but also 
assists, in an internationaliet spirit, many developing countries. That is why 
the CSSR enjoys a very good reputation as a trading partner in the world. 


Czechoslovakia is undoubtedly among states standing in the forefront of the world 
peace movement. We highly appreciate the role played by this social‘at country 

led by the CPCZ, which is headed by as distinguished a figure of the international 
communist and workers movement as Comrade Gustav Husak. We also highly appreciate 
your efforts to preserve peace, consolidate the international communist and workers 
Movement and strengthen the national liberation movement. 


Economic and cultural cooperation with Afghanistan has a longstanding tradition. 

The friendship between the people of our two countries also has deep and firm roots. 
| assume that, following our party and government delegation's visit to the CSSR, 
this cooperation will develop even more rapidly and effectively. 


{Question} In which areas of mutual cooperation do you foresee the most dynamic 
potential development’? 


{[Anewer} There is no doubt that cooperation between our countries will develop 
most rapidly and on the largest scale in the economic sphere and, to be more speci- 
fic, in industry. We are, of course, also interested in intensifying cooperation 
in thecultural and scientific-technical areas. 


[Question] What place is held by the CSSR among countries developing economic 
cooperation with the DRA? 


[Answer] Among our foreign trade partners Czechoslovakia holds a prominent place, 
second only to the Soviet Union. The Afghan people are very grateful for 











Crechoslovakia's selfless assistance in implementing a number of economic projects 
that are of exceptional significance in consolidating the Afghan economy's basic 
pillare. 


{Question} What ise the present situation of the Afghan economy when compared with 
the same period last year? What are the problems you come across most frequently? 


[Anewer) It can be said that despite the tragic heritage of economic instability 
and chaos left behind by the preceding regime of Hafizullah Amin we have succeeded 
in a short time, in the year and a half since the beginning of the new stage of the 
April revolution, in restoring the management.af our economy and successfully imple- 
menting the first short-term plane of socioeconomic development. We have made the 
firet important steps toward raising our working people's living standards. In the 
past fiecal year we not only did not have any deficit but achieved for the first 
time in the past decade a balanced balance of payments and ensured stabilization 
of pricer in the country. 


The establishment of the government planning committee has been clearly reflected 

in the improved preparation of plans and improved methods of developing Afghanistan's 
national economy. It is evident that the counterrevolutionary gangs supported by 
imperialist power. and sent to the DRA from abroad do not miss a single opportunity 
to try to bring about disruption and to erect obstacles to implementing the program 
aimed at enhancing our country economically and socially. By means of their bar- 
barous acts those subversive forces are striving to disrupt our country's economic, 
political and social foundations. However, we can say with assurance that despite 
those attempts we succeeded last year in achieving a number of successes in improv- 
ing our people's living conditions and ensuring the country's further development. 


[Question] The PDPA has been rapidly growing of late. Could you tell us about 
your party's social etructure? 


{[Anewer] The ranks of the PDPA, which today is again a firm vanguard of the workers 
class and of all the country's working people, have been steadily growing since the 
beginning of the new etage of the April revolution. Many workers, farmers, members 
of the intelligentsia, tradesmen and other patriotically and progressively thinking 
citizens have been enrolled in the party. Another important factor in this respect 
is the fact that the PDPA's influence among the broad strata of the DRA's population 
has been constantly increasing. Regarding the party's social structure, about W 
percent of the members are workers. 


The cause of the growth of the party's base after the April revolution and parti- 
cularly after the beginning of ite second stage, must be seen in that the party has 
been increasingly gaininy the people's trust. Anyone can--day after day--convince 
himself about the determination of PDPA's members to defend the interests and assert 
the will of the people. 


[Question] The PDPA used to be weakened by a factionalist struggle within the party. 
How do you combat these negative phenomena in the current stage? 


{[Anewer] The struggle of nations for political and economic independence and social 
justice shows that one of the methods of reaction and imperialism used against 





revolutionary movements is the policy based on the divide and rule principle. The 
revolutionary movement in our country also wae affected by the consequences of that 
policy. Particularly after the victory of our national democratic revolution, 
various domestic and foreign counterrevolutionary forces, in cooperation with the 
espionage services of imperialist powers, have begun to s.cive to smash our move~ 
ment from within. Enemies of our revolution wanted to create conditions for divi- 
sion within our party's ranks and thus to lead the revolution astray, away from the 
determine d path, After that, they wanted to reestablish a reactionary regime in 
our country. However, practice-~particularly in the second stage of the April revo- 
lution--affirmed that our people, under the leadership of the party, are capable 
of resisting and opposing such attempts. 


1 can sincerely state that our party, keeping in mind the bitter experience of the 
past years, has learned from them a valuable lesson which today contributes to 
strengthening the party ranks. 


[Question] What role does the PDPA play in the life of the Afghan nation? 


[Answer] The PDPA's constituting congress is an extraordinary event in our country's 
political and social life. In the first place, this patriotic front is to play an 
important role in strengthening and cementing the broad social base of the April 
revolution. In addition to several dozens of political and social organizations, 
this patritoic front will also associate representative of various classes and 
Strata, various nationalities and tribes that live in Afghanistan. Through it, 
many millions of Afghan people will significantly participate in the country's 
political and social life. It is my opinion th.. the establishment of a broad 
national front is the highest manifestation of implementing democracy in our country 
at this stage of revolutionary changes. The national patriotic front will become 
an instrument of enlightened participation of the Afghan people in defending the 
accomplishments of the April revolution and in building a happy society in a free 
and independent Afghanistan. 


[Question] What will the concrete activity of the DRA's national patriotic front 
consist of? 


[Answer] In the first place, we will draw on the wealth of experience and the suc- 
cessful activity of the CSSR national front, which was founded more than 30 years 
ago. Of course in doing so we will take into consideration the different character 
of the two countries’ societies. It is my opinion that cooperation and exchange 
of experience between our leading representatives of and those of the Czechoslovak 
national front will be of great benefit to us. 


[Question] The Afghan Government recently submitted several proposals for negotia- 
tions on the peaceful settlement of Afghanistan's relations with Pakistan and 
Iran. What results have you achieved? 


[Answer] We missed no opportunity when searching for ways to settle relations with 
out neighbors by peaceful means. The Czechoslovak people know well that on 14 May 
1980, the DPA government proposed a realistic and comprehensive construction program 
of peaceful solution of all issues concerning Afghanistan. I think that the state 
of war, the tension and the unrest in this area only play into the hands of world 











imperialiem and armament monopolies. We have incorporated our peace initiatives 
in many declarations on various forums and levels. We hoped for a positive reply 
from Pakistan and Iran, proceeding frow a sensitive and rational assesement of the 
current situation. However, to thie day we have not received such an answer. We 
hope that the ruling circles in the two aforementioned countries approach our peace 
proposals realistically and responsibly eo that the tension in Southwest Asia can 
be reduced. We have sincerely declared that we are aleo willing to discuss with 
all involved [zucastnene] parties the withdrawal of Soviet unite, which have come 
to our country on the basis of our request, in accordance with the 

on friendship and cooperation of December 1978, to help us to beat back foreign 
imperialist and hegemonist aggression. But before that happens we 
priate international guarantees that the foreign aggression will be halted and that 
it will not repeat iteelf in the future. 





World imperialiem--led by the United States and Chinese hegemoniste together with 
anti-Afghan reaction--is artificially creating obstacles on the path to a peace- 
ful solution of these problems. It is especially concerned about the high assess- 
ment of the DRA's peace initiatives by all world peaceloving forces. 


We will exert all our energy to ensure peace and security and to speed up the solu- 
tion of all problems in the Afghanistan region, problems which we have not provoked 
and which have their origin in the reactionary, imperialist and hegemonist inter- 

ference in our internal affairs, in aggression against our vital national interests. 
Peace is the foundation of the policy of our party and our revolutionary government.

DEMENE=LED ALGERIAN LABOR DELEGATION VISIT TO ITALY 
Rome CONQUISTE DEL LAVORO in Italian 11 May 81 p 14 
(Article by C.C.: "Relations Fraternal and Rich in Potential" | 


[Text] General Union of Algerian Workers [UGTA] Secretary General Abdallah Demene 
Debbih and the other Algerian labor leaders met with Pierre Carniti on 24 April. 
The meeting was marked by very warm cordiality. Carniti emphasized the ICFTU's 
interest in developing relations with the UGTA and invited Demene to take part in 
the confederation's congress. The Algerian secretary general expressed keen 
interest in the Italian situation and in the ICFTU's activities and told Carniti 
that the visit by the Algerian leaders to Italy has enabled them to appreciate 
the great resemblance between our two peoples. In this regard, Demene recalled an 
Algerian proverb: “When a people like mine and yours,” he said, “shows determina- 
tion and is aware of its force and is willing to struggle for its dignity, fate is 
compelled to kneel before it." 


The UGTA delegation, led by Secretary General Demene, were guests of CGIL | Italian 
General Confederation of Labor ]-ICFTU-UIL [Italian Union of Labor] Federation. It 
was a delegation at the highest level, which included Mohamed Chaa, secretary 

for international relations; Ouameur Ait Abdelmalek, secretary for organization; 
and Ammar Hammad, secretary general of the metalworkers and member of the National 
Executive. 


In 4 days of intensive talks and in a number of visits organized according to 
categories and regions, the Italian labor leaders were able to appreciate the vast 
potential inherent in relations with their Algerian colleagues. 


One of the most dynamic of the developing countries, and an interesting and capable 
representative of the vast nonaligned world, Algeria owes its current active 
open-door position in the international markets and in the Mediterranean 
political ambit largely to a labor leadership which, while defining itself as 
“an integral part of the people's government,” has never lost sight of its role 

as representative of the workers’ interests. This fact made itself felt repeat- 
edly throughout the talks with the Algerian labor leaders: in their interest in 
the situation of the Italian labor leadership and in the workers’ commitment 











against inflation; in their dedicated seeking of ways to develop relations with 
other Mediterranean trade unions; in their determination to pursue the building 
of stable foundations for making of the Mare Nostrum truly “a lake of peace" 
(as Secretary General Demene reiterated several times). 


It is not merely ritual on our part to underscore our vital interest in developing 
cooperation between the Italian and Algerian trade unions, even beyond the already 
important ambit of relations between our two countries. Between Italy and Algeria 
there are not only signilicant links such as the methane pipeline, the Italo- 
Algerian Bank, and a consolidated trade “partnership”: There exist also not incon- 
sequential potentials for cooperation in various productive sectors. Demene 
talked of these at some length: “Our countries,” he said, “are in many respects 
complementacy: You have the technology and the experience; we have the energy (oil 
and, above all, natural gas, our deposits of which are among the largest in the 
world). Ours is an agricultural country with vast natural resources; you too have 
good possibilities for agricultural development; but both of us must make a 
technological jump. Why not do it together? Moreover, we have an important role 
to fulfill in Africa and you can fulfill an important one in Europe: The strength- 
ening of our reciprocal continental positions would not only be advantageous to 

us as individual states but would also favor, besides the dialogue between us, the 
Euro-African dialogue, because our complementarity as countries would necessarily 
involve a complementarity between our two continents." 


Demene's dwelling on the theme of “complementarity” has a precise political basis, 
which is the Algerian labor organization's decision to strive for an ever closer 
alliance among countries and peoples, through which the concept of a new inter- 
national economic order would acouire a vehicle for its advancement, in the form of 
cooperative relations on a parity basis that would effectively prefigure a differ- 
ent world--one of greater fairness and greater equality. 


Hence Demene's emphasis on the need to actualize as soon as possible a number of 
joint projects: In addition to the gas pipeline, in fact, there exist bilateral 
agreements in the textile sector, in the light metalworking industries sector, 

and the Fiat project. But let us dwell for a moment on the gas pipeline: The use 
of methane in Italy (The labor leadership has for some time strived to have the 
South be the first to benefit from it), its distribution (Can Algerian methane 
transit Italy to other European and Mediterranean countries? And if so, on what 
terms and conditions and hence under what cooperational agreements?), and lastly, 
its price, remain unresolved problems. As to price, Demene is clear: “Algeria 
asks only a real and fair price for its raw materials and it is therefore out of 
the question to think in terms of more favorable prices to any one country." 
Exports of Algerian natural gas last year suffered a sharp drop as a result of the 
energy minister's requirement that the price of gas be tied to that of cil (on an 
Oil-equivalent basis). This requirement was opposed by El Paso (the American 
company) and Gaz de France, the first of whom suspended its imports and the second 
of whom reduced them considerably. Belgium, on the other hand, accepted for the 
most part last month the “realignment” demanded by Algeria and thus opened the way 
to an unfreezing of the controversies. On the Italian front, Demene is co vinced 
that an agreement will be reached shortly and that, once the price issue is set- 
tled, the outlook for Italo-Algerian cooperation will develop in a positive 

manner from then on. 




















The trade unions of the two countries, for their part, during their Rome meeting, 
drew up theirc work program for reaching an Italo-Algerian agreement (a labor one, 
but an “open-door” one) on the cooperation that is to be undertaken in Palermo 
ducing the coming fall and winter. A visit to Algiers by the three secretaries 
general of the CGIL-ICTFU-UIL Federation is also planned and, tentatively, work is 
undec way on the possibility of a meeting involving other Mediterranean organiza- 
tions as well. 


The joint commitment of the Algerian and Italian labor leaders to the self- 
determination of peoples, to peace, and, in particular, to a political solution 
of the Middle East conflict, even though based on analytical positions that do not 
always coincide, is subject to further talks and comparison of views that can bear 
positive fruits. The Algerian labor leaders emphasized explicitly that the fruit- 
ful cooperation which characterized the organization of the Labor Union Conference 
in Belgrade last year must not be frozen by the “incident” that occurred during 
the proceedings of the Conference (when, to “protest” against the presence of the 
Egyptian Labor leadership, which had been suspended from the International Confed- 
eration of Arab Trade Unions [ICATU], all the labor representat . the Arabic 
countries present at the Conference walked out), but that o he contrary it must 
be given continuation in the form of future, jointly initia’ ° actions, that will 
bring about genuine improvements for the workers of both our ~. wwiries.

MAHDAVI-KANI INTERVIEWED ON BANI-SADR, OTHER ISSUES

Minister Ayatollah Mahdavi-Kani: “the tetablishment of Coordination Offices le 


Illegal") 


[Text] Yasd=-Interior Minister Ayatollah Mahdavi-Kani yesterday took part in a 
radio and television phone-in session in Yard. In reply to the question: “Over 
11 million people voted for Bani-Sadr; why should he be etripped of power now, and 
why should the clergy aseume power in opposition to him?", said: 


"No one is opposing Bani-Sadr or weakening his position; even the imam has said that 
no member of the clergy may run for the presidency. The fact is that the imam is 
saying that the clergy should go back to the mosques and quit politics." 


In reply to the question "May we ask your views on dictatorship?", the interior 
minister said: 


"Who is trying to create a dictatorship? The imam has said ‘Who is the dictator? 
He who accepts neither the Majlis nor ite enactments, nor the Council of Guardians, 
nor the Supreme Judicial Council, and eo forth.' They [presumably Bani-Sadr's sup- 
porters) want to impose their will and have a subservient Majlis. That is the sort 
of Majlis the shah had, one which approved everything he desired. Our Majlis must 
be independent and not subject to whias."” 


On the question of the legality of the office for coordination between the people 
and the president, and how it is funded, the interior minister said: 


"You must ask them; as far as I know, neither the government nor Mr Bani-Sadr hie 
self has approved the office. Our view, therefore, is that it is illegal.” 


The question was asked: “As regards the imam's speech eaying that the country's 
leaders should not make inflammatory speeches, why did you make such provocative 
speeches in the Khatireh mosque in Yazd?" 


In reply, the minister said: 














"My remarks were not inflammatory, and I wae speaking after the frank comments by 
the imam. After he said what he did, I had to furnish some detailed explanations." 


In reply to the question: “Eleven million people knowingly voted for Mr Bani~Sadr; 
will permission be given for a demonstration to be held in his support?", he said: 


Everyone will be allowed to hold marches provided that the Interior Minietry and 
the state authorities are informed. However, his supporters refuse to obtain per- 
Mission. It would appear that they neither accept this government nor officially 
recognize it. How can they possibly ignore the government and executive branch, 

of which Bani-Sadr himself is the head? Moreover, why do they want to hold marches? 
If they want to hold marches every day the country will go to rack and ruin, and 
disorder will ensue." 


Referring to the fact that a list of names of supporters of the newspaper closures 
wae read out on radio and television, a questioner asked: “Can those disagreeing 
with the closures express their views and if so, where?" In reply the interior 
minister said: 


"They can do so in the Majlis, on radio and television, the Supreme Judicial Council, 
and so forth, but you must consider what their opposition entails. Do they agree 
with Lawbreaking’ If so, we do not. When a newspaper is identified as being 

guilty of an offense, proceedings must be taken against it and it must be banned." 


In reply to the question: “Radio and television are not impartial; what is your 
view of this?" He said: 


"I om not prepared to pass judgment on whether radio and television are impartial-~ 
or whether this is a view which misjudges that organization. However, if there is 

anyone who can substantiate this claim and prove that the radio and television or- 

ganization has made any statement against the revolution, we shall pursue the mat- 

ter." 


Referring to a comment previously made to the effect that “after the revolution the 
Islamic Republican Party was the only party which could act as it pleased, and no 
authority could prevent it from doing so," the interior minister said: 


“One must consider how a party deale with revolutionary issues; provided that it 
does not contravene [regulations], any party, organization or group which does 
not promote dissident material will be given permission to operate.” 


On the subject of the mediation committee and a proposal that its decisions be de- 
bated, the minister replied: 


"We must all decide this matter; there is nothing wrong with this. Furthermore, 

when there was a discussion in the imam's presence of the dispute among officials 

and it was suggested that there should be free debate on this, the view was expressed 
that any such debates should take place within logical parameters, that state issues 
should be discussed, and that the interests of the country should be considered.

"Thue we should all follow an all-embracing basic principle, which is the Consti- 
tution, and we should humble ourselves before the lew, as the imam hae said." 


Referring to certain epeeches raieing Cha question: “Why should certain persone such 
ae Taher Ahmadsadeh [Majlie deputy), Salamatian and others be prevented from speak- 
ing?", Ayatollah Mahdavi-Kani said: 


"The gentlemen who asked that question should ask themeelves whether they would 
like others to make speeches attacking their positions and provoking clashes. Of 


course, they should be prevented from apeaking, and forbidden to speak, since as 
you have seen, wherever they make speeches, clashes ensue."

[Text] The court trying ‘Abbas Amir-Entezam, spokesman for [Bazargan's) provisional 
government, has given its verdict on charges of his spying for U.S. imperialiem and 
sentenced him to life imprisonment [abadi]. The decisive and revolutionary verdict 
of the central Islamic revolution public prosecutor's office has again shown that 
the judiciary and Iran's Islamic revolution court, despite pressures from the left 
and the right, are the spearheads of the Islamic revolution against the Eastern and 
Western hegemonists. Not a long time has passed since the trdal of a spy on charges 
of having had contact with the East. 


The trial of Amir-Entezan should be considered as a trial of the school of thought 
and political course of those not relying on God or having faith in the million- 
strong support of the people; attaching greater importance to the happiness of the 
West and the circles and gatherings created by Western countries; and those con- 
stantly trying to solve their (?slightest) problems with the help of the West. 

This school of thought consists mainly of European-educated technocrats and liberals. 
After the victory of the bloody revolution of Iran they tried to infuse their cor- 
rupt and borrowed ideas by any means possible in the people, lest they should do 
something to upset the West. But the political freedom and ideological maturity of 
the Muslim nation of Iran, espocially the leadership of the noble and struggling 
clergy, ousted the United States, Britain and other world-devourers from our liber- 
ated homeland and they could do nothing about it. This was repeated in the course 
of the occupation of the den of espionage, U.S. military intervention in Tabas, 

the coup d'etat plot, and finally the imposed war. 


The life sentence imposed Amir-Entezam, spokesman and deputy prime minister of the 
provisional government for his links with the CIA, and the closure of a number of 
puppet newspapers should be considered as another turning point in the 2-vear 
activities of Iran's Islamic revolution courts, which regained their decis veness 
of the early days of the revolution after a period of (?stagnation), and which, 
without being influenced by various disturbances, are bent on separating just from 
unjust and punishing wrong-doers for their shameful deeds. 


The conviction of Amir-Entezam as a U.S. spy shows the commitment of the revolution

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LRAN~IRAQ WAR EVALUATED BY FRENCH JOURNALIST

[Text] For several monthe now Iraq and Iran have been locked 
in a singular war which, after a short phase of intense military 
activity, has become bogged down in « war of 

neither adversary is to eit down with the other at the 
negotiating table. Por the firet time, two Third World armies-- 
well supplied by the superpowers with modern and in some 
sophisticated armamente--are in a confrontation not inepired 
by the superpowers, which have been unable to stop it or impose 
a ceasefire. 


Philippe Rondot, who made two tripe to Iraq--in December 1980 
and in Apr{l 1981—-to evaluate the situation, provides us here 
with the results of the observations he made on the battle- 
field, the various fronts of which he was able to visit from 
northernmost to southernmost . 


He has intentionally confined his remarks to generalities in 
order to stay within the bounds of discretion imposed by the 


cont inuation of ongoing military operations. 


Por details of the forces in operation, one can refer to his 
article “The Gulf Theater of Operations” which appeared in our 
issue of August-September 1980. 


The war between Iraq and Iran began officially on 22 September 1980, when the Iraqi 
Revolutionary Command Council (CCR) gave the order to the army to "strike pre- 
emptive blows at Iranian military objectives." Indeed, the initiative taken by 
President Saddam Hussein to engage in a “total war" follows an already long series 
of increasingly serious border incidents.) If one takes into consideration the 
respective resources of the two countries, one can see that Iraq was taking a great 
risk by launching into such a military adventure. But it would have been 

even more dangerous, in the long run, for the Ba'ath regime to allow the indefinite 
continuation of tension on its eastern border which could have extended to some 
extent into the country itself. President Saddam Hussein, following his usual 
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propensities, wanted to get ahead of events and hold back any possible incursion of 
the Khomeyni revolution, In the same stroke Iraq could recover ite “usurped 
historical rights" and become the foremost ional power on the eve of internat tonal 
conferences of great importance to Baghdad. 


For the firet time, then, two strong and effective Third World armies, abundantly 
provided with modern materiel, ace engaging in a direct military confrontation 

which neither the Soviet Union nor the United States ineapired. And even better: 
each of the belligerents hae euch a wealth of armaments that it can serenely con- 
template the continuation of the conflict ae a war of attrition, since despite all 
predictions the two first weeks of fighting did not bring Iraq a militarily and 
politically decisive victory. The conflict poses a number of political problems, 
for ite outcome will affect not only the stability of the Gulf but aleo the dura- 
bility of the regimes concerned, both in Baghdad and in Tehran. It appeare to be 
too soon tc anewer these questions, for the verdict of arms has not yet been decided, 
even though Iraq has continued to fare better than Iran. On the other hand, an 
attempt to analyze the conduct of the operations, particularly on the Iraqi side, 
after assessing the respective potential of the two forces, might yield food for 
throught on this new type of Third World war. Our need for better understanding 

ie urgent, as several great powers have already been accused of fueling other po- 
tential conflicts with their provision of arms, the utilization of which is apparent- 
ly more and more out of their control, if indeed they want to exercise it or are 
capable of really doing so. 


The Forces Involved 


One characteristic shared by both Iraq and Iran is that the two superpowers, the 
Soviet Union and the United States, were responsible for the buildup of each side's 
military capabilities. Within the space of 10 years, in fact, the two states have 
been able to build up formidable arsenals with this help. An examination of the 
data on numbers of troops and equipment levels gives us a good idea of the diversity 
and quality of the materiel that has been mobilized by the respective parties to 

the conflict. However, the balance of power between Iran and Iraq was reversed 

over the course of the last 2 years. The Iranian army--forged by the shah into 

the third largest in the world, and intended not only to provide for the defense of 
the Pahlavi but aleo the defense of Western interests in the Gulf and its approaches, 
decapitated by the Islamic revolution as a result of the numerous executions, 

ever wider purges, and desertions--found itself suddently deprived of a good third 
of ite operational capacity starting in 1979. By contrast, the Iraqi army, which 
benefitted from a dedicated effort on the part of its command, was able to build 

up a@ potential both in terms of troop numbers and materiel such that a number of 
experts did not hesitate to consider it as incontestably superior to that of Iran. 
The unfolding of the battle, however, has proven that, despite these insufficiencies, 
the Iranian army was not lacking in resourcefulness in facing an adversary which 
with every passing day was gain‘ng greater mastery over the means at its disposal. 


The shah endowed his army with an abundance of modern equipment that was to be the 
backbone of his regime: between 1970 and 1978, orders for materiel went from $900 
million to more than $12 billion.? Thus the air force was the beneficiary of the 
most expensive purchases: 200 F-4's, as many F-5's, 80 F-14's, numerous C-130 
cargo aircraft, 850 helicopters, and 160 F-16's (no delivered). Training was pro- 
vided by more than 1,100 American military advisers, plus 7,500 civilian technicians 
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reaponeible for various related tasks. Taking a personal interest in the choice of 
senior officers and generale, deciding on their promotion and their postings, the 
Iranian sovereign had created a caste of high-ranking officere anxious above all to 
preserve their privileges and to profit--once they reached retirement--from the 
ties they had formed during their years of active duty with the often corrupt 
entourage of the sovereign. However, a number of young officers and draftees, 

from the more humble strata of soctety, found thie situation that was rigorously 
imposed on them nearly intolerable. in addition, since they were trained, organized, 
indeed "indoctrinated" by foreign advisers (English up to 1953, then American), 

and were principally utilized to repress peasent uprisings, popular revolts, 
secession attempts by various minorities, or engaged in external theaters of opera- 
tion--Dhofar, in the oultanate of Oman--that army hardly attracted the sympathy 

of the people and the clergy. 


Pampered by the Shah, but disliked by the masses, the Iranian army was the firet 

to suffer the effects of a revolution in which it played only a minor role in 
comparison to the power it represented. Ite high command was broken up, ite cadres 
were purged? after all the foreign advisers had of course been expelled. This 
"rectification" did not so much affect the troops themselves or the junior officers, 
who because of their social origins showed themselves rather receptive to the slogans 
of the clerg and Ayatollah Khomeyni. The army would have been able to overcome 
many of its problems if a new factor had not entered into the equation, beyond the 
suspicion with which it was viewed and the dismantling of its command. This was a 
struggle between the various contending factions in Tehran over control of an arm 

of the state that was still powerful, despite all ite misfortunes. But by finally 
establishing his authority over the army, President Bani Sadr by the seme token 
deprived it of the possibility of being rapidly restructured and reinforced, because 
this would have presented too much of a threat for his political rivals in the 
government. It as in part to forestall the risk of such a resurgence of power 

that the Islamic guards of the revolution--the pasdarans--were made completely sub- 
ject to the clergy. In the war against Iraq, they played a decisive role. 


The history of aodern Iraq shows the role the army has had in the most agitated 
periods Coups, when they were not inspired by a group of officers, often took 
place with their active complicity. Those who brought the Ba'ath to power in July 
1968 owed their success to the fact that the Ba'ath party had been able to find 
fertile ground in the army for the sowing of its ——⸗— well as men who were 
bold enough, like chen-General Ahmed Hassan al-Bakr® to act on their convictions. 
While it was certainly a political instrument, the Iraqi army did not for all that 
neglect ite primary mission. The Kurdistan war (1961-1975) gave it the opportunity 
to prove itself in the field, under frightful conditions, in the face of an adver- 
sary that gave it no end of problems. In addition, though it was not one of the 
so-called “battlefield” countries, Iraq was never tardy in dispatching its contin- 
gents to the front line whenever there was war with Israel.’ Equipped primarily 
with Soviet materiel until recently, when it was decided to diversify suppliers, 
trained to follow Soviet tactical principles, disposing of several hundred Eastcrn 
bloc advisers, the Iraqi battle force had been put together not only to participate 
in the Arab war against Israel but also to watch over the very sensitive eastern 
frontiers bordering on Kurdistan and Shatt al-Arab. 


There is no doubt that after the Ba'ath party seized power, the army saw itself 
deprived of the kind of political role that many of its cadres had become accustomed 
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to seeing it play but which the civilian branch of the party, led by Saddam Hussein, 
wanted to diminish. Thus, between 1968 and 1973, several senior officere and highly 
political generale were dismissed after fail in several seditious undertakings, 
while the party undertook to intensify the "Ba'athization" of the military apparatus 
by giving it back ite primary mission of territorial defense. The naming in October 
1977 of Adnan Kheyrullah, a widely respected active-duty colonel and Saddam Hussein's 
brother-in-law, as defense minister was a comfort to the officer corpse, who managed 
to obtain the financial and material resources needed to make the army a modern 

and respected force. At the same time, a people's army, a sort of Ba'ath militia 

of 60,000 men, was created and provided with an assortment of light armaments. It 
also took part in the fighting againet the Iranians. 


When the war broke out, the Iranian land army was probably the more powerful 
numerically (approximately 280,000 men, compared to 200,000), but it was also very 
thinly dispersed throughout Iran « vast territory to deal with urgent tasks of main- 
taining order, particularly in Kurdistan. The Iraqi artillery and armored corps 
(2,100 tanks and more than 1,800 pieces of artillery) disposed of greater firepower 
than the Iranians, who could only muster 1,600 tanka and about 1,000 pieces of 
high-quality artillery (automatic howitzers of 155 and 170 mm, and Chieftain tanks). 
The Iraqj divisions were twice as numerous (about a dozen) as the Iranian, but also 
lighter.” Their tactical deployment was thus less difficult. By contrast, Iranian 
air and naval forces were better equipped (440 modern combat aircraft and a very 
diversified fleet equipped with missiles) and certainly seemed to have the advant- 
age, even though the cutoff of supplies of epare parts from the United States and 
the inadequacy of maintenance after the departure of the American experts considerably 
reduced the operational availability of materiel. The excellent F-14's, for in- 
stance, were fairly rapidly put out of service, as were many combat helicopters 
used by the land army. Some experts were sure that the Iraqis, because they were 
at a delicate point in their gradual shift of suppliers, were also running the risk 
of meeting with problems. But in fact, no careful observer, surveying the military 
apparatus as a whole, could fail to mote that Soviet materiel still formed the 
basis of the arsenal--the Western equipment, which after all was still a small 
component, serving only to fill in a few gaps--or that considerable reserves of 
equipment (much of it new) of Soviet origin had been stockpiled. So the [Iraqi 

forces went into battle with an undeniable advantage, both moral and material. 


The Conduct of Operat ions 


According to the Iraqis, the first movements and concentrations of Iranian troops 
were observed close to the border in July 1980, and about the same time several of 
their border posts were subjected to artillery pounding. So they made this the 
pretext for Iraqi action. On 27 August, Tehran announced that engagements on a 
new and larger scale were taking place in the Qasr-e Shirin sector. On 4 September, 
violent aerial and naval battles broke out following the bombardment of several Iraqi 
villages and oil installations. The Iraqi Government appeared surprised by the in- 
tensity of the engagements, which in fact still remained of limited scope, and con- 
tinued without success to try to end hostilities through diplomatic means. On 9 
September, heavy contingents of the Iraqi army headed toward the central border 
area and following some intense fighting forced the Iranians to withdraw to Zein 
al-Qaws. Baghdad then demanded, in an official note, that "Iran restore the Iraqi 
territories that it continued to occupy despite the agreements signed by the two 
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countries, particularly the Treaty of Algiers of 6 March.? On 10 Septem'er, the 
Seif Sa'ad region wae also “liberated,” and on 15 September Baghdad was able to 
announce that 324 square kilometers of territory belonging to Iraq by virtue of the 
Algiers accords had been “liberated.” rom that point hostilities continued without 
interruption, Iran decided to secure ite airepace, and bombardment of the Shatt 
al'Arab region wae intensified. On 17 September, President Saddam Hussein declared 
the Algiers accords to be “null and void, and Shatt al-Arab must be returned to 
Arab sovereignty." The fighting shifted toward the south, in the Shatt region. 

On 20 September, President Bani Sadr, commander in chief of the armed forces, called 
up 120,000 reservists. On 22 September, the Ireqi CCR, “noting the gradual trane- 
formation of the fighting into open war," decided to "strike decisive blows." The 
Iraci air force the same day made a series of raids on 10 enemy military and air 
bases. On 23 September, Iranian planes in turn bombed six Iraqi airports, Baghdad, 
Basra and Mosul. The Iraqi land forces had already been able to penetrate some 15 
km into Iranian territory in the center, and laid seige to the centers at Sumar, 
Qasr-e Shirin, Zahah and Chahan Mahall. In the south, they intensified their 
pressure on the town of Khorramshahr (Mohammarah) and Abadan. It was at this point, 
when fighting in the Shatt al-Arab region had reached this extent, that the con- 
flict took on an international dimension. 


Iraq formally claimed to have three object ives; 1 
~-restoration of legitimate Iraqi rights over the disputed territories and waters; 


--respect for the principles of sovereignty and good neighborliness, noninter~- 
ference in internal affairs, and abandonment of expansionist ambitions in the rela- 
tions between Iraq and Iran, and also [between Iraq and] the other Arab countries; 


--restoration of Arab sovereignty where it had been usurped by Iran. 


This third and final point dealt specifically with the status of Khuzestan (Arabi- 
stan) and the three Arab islands, Abu-Mussa and Tomb, occupied by Iran since 1971. 
Iraq thus started the war with definite and limited aims, even if in some official 
statements there were more or less explicit formulations of other political objec- 
tives: the granting of an autonomous status “protected” by Baghdad to Arabic-speak- 
ing Khuzestan, the desire to humiliate the regime of Ayatollah Khomeyni and to 
encourage his overthrow by the military, whose importance had increased because of 
the fighting under way. 11 


Most military experts are reluctant to speak about "Iraqi tactics" in connection 
with the fighting that took place between 22 September and the time at the end of 
November when the various fronts stabilized. In fact, the Iraqi general staff 
limited itself to three attacks: the first two, small in scope, were aimed at the 
center, on the same latitude as Qom: one in the Mehran salient and the other in the 
salient of Qasr-e Shirin, with the object of threatening the Iranian town of 
Kermanshah, but above all of protecting Baghdad from a possible ground counter- 
offensive. The third attack, the major one, in the south, was first of all a 
frontal offensive against the site of Abadan, before the difficulties encountered 
changed it into a by-passing maneuver, with the crossing of the Karun River and the 
taking of the town and port of Khorramshahr. This threefold attack was interpret edlꝰ 
as evidence of the Iraqis intention to realign their border with Iran at Kermanshah 
by 30 kilometers, and to cut off Tehran from its oil resources, along with the wells 
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and refineries spread out over the southern part of the country. The advance of 
the Iraqi army ran into a number of problems, especially logistical ones, which the 
Iraqi command admitted. The Iraqi forces were in difficult terrain, mountainous in 
the center, marshy and bare in the south. And in some places there was unexpected 
Iranian resistence. Finally, the Iraqis at the same time had to perfors colossal 
engineering feate in terms of construction of elevated roads (because of the danger 
of flooding), establishment of support bases, and in the rear maintaining the 
logistical support for the four or five armored and mechanized divisions which were 
then engaged. 


Iraqi tactics seemed to be heavy and slow, like those of the Soviets. Intense 
artillery fire preceded every attack on enemy positions, upon which they then ad- 
vanced very carefully. Perhaps because it was unable to come up with an intelligent 
assesement of an enemy judged to be "irrational" and subject to contradictory orders, 
the Iraqi command hesitated to undertake those big maneuvers combining tanks, in- 
fantry, artillery support, and air attacks on the ground that everyone expected to 
see. There were however some bold and swift attacks, such as the breakt hrough--ac- 
complished in three days--at the border at Ahvaz which brought the town under the 
control of Iraqi forces. But in light of the problems encountered in the taking of 
Khorramshahr, the Iraqi high command preferred next to encircle centers and cut off 
enemy communications, hoping thereby to force capitulation. By establishing rela- 
tively limited military objectives--which a tour of the whole front confirmse--by 
sticking to them, and by steady reinforcement of their positions, the Iraqi general 
staff hoped to protect itself against any surprises. Thus the Iranian counter-of- 
fensive, announced by Tehran with great flourish in January 1981, was easily con- 
tained and scarcely altered the front that had stabilized at the end of September. 


After more than 7 months of war, the Iraqi army can thus boast of some successes on 
the ground which give it an advantageous position. 


On the southern front--the biggest in terms of the number of divisions engaged 
there--in Khuzestan, the town of Abadan and its island are practically encircled 
and could be seized--though doubtless with serious losses--if the order were given. 
The line of defense that has been established on the east, just opposite the far 
side of the Karun River, has been reinforced. Further to the north, the towns of 
Susangerd (Khafajiyeh) and Ahvaz, after having been occupied temporarily, are once 
more back in the hands of the Iranians, who have concentrated strong forces in the 
vicinity. Only the terrain--which was partially flooded intentionally by the 
defenders of those towns--prevents the Iraqis from consolidating their advantage in 
this area of basic strategic importance, which opens onto the Ahvaz-Abadan-Marun 
“oil triangle." Finally, Dezful, a crossroads-town with a military airbase that is 
reputedly impregnable, still resists the Iraqi pressure. 


On the central front, between Mehran and Qasr-e Shirin, one Iraqi division, 40 
kilometers deep into Iranian territory, holds the main crossing points over the 
biggest mountain spurs, protecting the capital and Iraqi border towns from any 
ground attack. 


On the northernmost front, which Baghdad opened in December, another big force, an 
infantry division, has engaged some of units several kilometers into Iran; in the 
north, opposite the Iraqi village of Panjwin, Facing Marivan, and in the south, 
opposite Halabjah (in Iraq) and Nausoud, an Iranian center under Iraqi control. 
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Iraqi Kurdistan ie thus protected from possible enemy infiltration one of the most 
sensitive areas (Soleymaniyeh). At the same time, Tehran faces an additional 
threat, over and above the permanent threat of Kurdish dissidence in Iran. 


Finally, in March, a last front, relatively small, was aleo reportedly opened in 
Azerbaijan, near the Turkish border. 


Thus most of the fighting has been on the ground. Air power, both Iraqi and Iranian, 
has hardly been used for ground support except in a few localized bombardments, and 
aerial engagements have been very few. As for the naval war, it has basically 
amounted to Iranian shelling of the port of Umm Qasr at the end of November, during 
the course of which, according to Tehran, “most of the Iraqi fleet was sunk," a 
claim which Baghdad immediately denied. A number of tactical aspects of the war 
have been described as “inexplicable” by many strategists and military experts, 
expecially Americans.!3 The general explanation, which seems to be the most rea- 
sonable one, is thas Iraq at the start had no intention of waging a conventional 
military campaign,’ since, all things considered, its territorial objectives were 
limited; but that the Iranian ability to resist--both militarily and polit ically-- 
was underestimated, so that it was necessary to go to a war of positions--cr of 
attrit ion--counting on the progressive weakening of the enemy to bring him to the 
negotiating table. Also, there was the fact that President Saddam Hussein wanted 
to keep the conflict within the bounds imposed by his concern to avoid antagoniz- 
ing his Arab neighbors in the Gulf and international opinion. 


A New Type of Third World Conflict? 


Talking about the war in the Gulf, one American! military expert had this to say: 
"We had a tendency to see the Israeli-Egyptian war as setting the pattern for future 
Third World conflicts. We discover today that Iraq and Iran are not Israel and 
Egypt, and that a war between countries like this can be much more chaotic and 
dangerous than we had thought." 


The first lesson that can be drawn even now from this war is that it broke out even 
though neither of the two superpowers that had armed the belligerents were in- 
volved, for once, in inspiring it; and neither superpower, subsequently, was able to 
moderate the course or put an end to the fighting, because both sides--and par- 
ticularly the Iraqis--had such large reserves of equipment and munitions. Thus, 
Baghdad was able to conduct the war for several months before even thinking about 
replenishing its arsenal. Seeing both the abundance and the quality of Soviet war 
materiel, one has to ask serious questions, as General Albert Merglen! has done, 
about the “capacity for production and growth in the Soviet military-industrial 
complex implied by its ability to supply such impressive quantities of arms outside 
its own country and the circle of its satellites, throughout the world." Though the 
Soviet Union interrupted its deliveries to Iraq as soon as hostilities broke out--in 
spite of the existence of a treaty of friendship and cooperation between the two 
courcries since 9 April 1972--the Iraqi army has never lacked for either munitions 
or spare parts. 





But the possession of an arsenal, however big it may be, is nothing if its utiliza- 
tion suffers from weaknesses in planning at the general staff level, or from in- 
adequate technical expertise and training in its use. The importance of vehicles 
on caterpillar tracks--the battle tank and accompanying armored troop transport-- 
was made evident, particularly on the Khuzestan battlefield, where it was necessary 
to cover long distances rapidly in order to seize crossing points, and then to hold 
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them against armored attack, behind semi-entrenched positions. Bounding ahead, 
immediately beginning their logistical unite to the fore, preceding their attacks by 
sustained artillery fire, the Iraqi armored and mechanized unite forged ahead at a 
pace which was judged on occasion to be too uneven--and in the eyes of many looked 
Like "a caricature of Soviet school tactics." The Iraqi advance was in fact slow 
in the south, not so much because of the resistance the enemy troop concentrat ions 
encountered but because the general staff wanted at the same time to organize its 
road communications in the rear and reinforce its crossing points over the various 
bodies of water in order to be able to maneuver more easily in case of count er- 
attack. These precautions and a very meticulous organization of the terrain were 
not in vain, since they made it possible to effectively contain the general Iranian 
counter-offensive of January 1981, which left dozens of Chieftain tanks and M-60's 
in Iraqi hands, including some in perfect operating condition.1® ‘The lack of 
dramatic tactics, in which armor would have played the "spearhead" role in a war 
of maneuvers, in the course of which the infantry could have immediately exploited 
the effects of ordnance fire, did not prevent the Iraqi forces from advancing, 
slowly to be sure, but inexorably, all the way to a front line beyond which it 
would have been risky--and perhaps without much advantage--to venture. General 
Adnan Kheirallah, moreover, did not fail to point out to those who were astonished 
at this apparent ineptitude at traditional mechanized maneuvering, that the conduct 
of the war also had to take into account certain political constraints. All the 
same, the Iraqi offensive, after unfolding across a (discontinuous) front of more 
than 1,000 kilometers, succeeded in moving the boundary between the two countries 
some 30 km inside Iran in the most capgtt Sve areas, a boundary considered today by 
Baghdad as its new “military border. "1 


These successes on the Iraqi side should not however obscure certain shortcomings 
or imperfections which the polisical and military leaders tried to remedy. It has 
been established--and admitted“’--that about 10 officers were relieved of their 
commands in the opening days of the war for having failed in their mission. This 
initially strong step, however, did not impair the resolve and enterprising spirit 
one could observe among the officers, both senior and junior, or the stability and 
responsiveness of the enlisted men, who are now battle-tempered veterans. The 
Iranian army suffered from more serious weaknesses in terms of morale, though the 
personal valor of the combatants--both the military and the pasdarans--could be 
seen in certain desperate assaults made against Iraqi lines. The repeated failure 
of these counter-offensives seems due principally to three factors: the absence of 
a command structure capable of planning and coordinating an operation; the inability 
to choose and concentrate the best units necessary for a combined attack; the poor 
to nonexistent maintenance of modern arms and equipment. 


In terms of the utilization of weaponry, there will obviously be much to say once 
the war is over, when it will be possible to assess it fully. Some have thought 
that the possession of sophisticated Western arms should have assured the Iranian 
army a technical superiority, and it is true, for example, that the FA Phantoms with 
their Maverick guided missiles had some success at the start. But the sequel 

showed that Soviet equipment was of no lesser quality. Neither side, however, seems 
to have made the best use of the possibilities opened up by the sophisticated sys- 
tems available to their combatants: automatic fire control of tanks, ground-to- 
ground2!, ground-to-air, and air-to-air missiles. In a general way, the anti-air- 
craft defense was hardly effective, either in locating and identifying enemy air- 
craft or in operating the missile units. Similarly, aerial combats between MiCG's 
and Phantoms were very rare. However, the use of combat helicopters (the Iranians 
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with their Cobras and TOW missiles, the Iraqis with their Gazelles and Hot missiles) 
showed itself--as it improved with experience--to be formidably effective. The 
impression left by a visit to the battlefield is that the belligerents are not lack- 
ing in either arms or munitions, but that often the maintenance and utilization of 
some of their most sophisticated materiel was not alwaye of the hdghest caliber. 

This is why some have spoken of an “old-fashioned war," which would have left most of 
the most modern equipmert unused. 


The Iraqi general staff--and likewise, no doubt, the general staffs in other Third 
World countries that are attentively following the unfolding of the war--has al- 
ready drawn several conclusions which will lead them to be more careful in their 
arms purchases, to diveceify them, and to be more insistant that the states which 
supply them with arms also provide “utilization indoctrination" of a quality at 
least equal to that of the weapon system acquired. It was partly because of the 
absence of such a indoctrination, at the most elementary tactical level, that only 
60 percent of the ground and air potential was ready to be operational when the 
orders came down. On the other hand, the extreme costliness of modern arms will 
stimulate buyer countries to look for panoplies of arms that are reliable and simple 
to use, whose duration can be prolonged, and whose operational effectiveness main- 
tained, with the help of more attentive after-sale service. 


Continuation of the Gulf war will pose the controversial problem of whether to 
deliver arms ordered prior to its outbreak. The Soviet Union resolved it by inter- 
rupting its deliveries to Iraq22. Egypt, in contrast, by way of showing its grati- 
tude for Iraq's participation in the war of October 1973, despite their distancing 
after Camp David, and despite Egypt's opposition to the Iraqi-Iranian conflict, 
delivered some “essential munitions" in the month of March. France, for its part, 
lived up to its commitments by commencing deliveries, at the end of January, of the 
first Mirage F-1's ordered by Iraq--which will not in fact alter the balance of 
power between Iraq and Iran23--while not refusing to deliver to Tehran the patrol 
boats being held at Cherbourg once the Franco-Iranian dispute has been resolved. 
The commonly accepted practice--suggested by the United Nations--of not delivering 
amms to countries in zones of tension was further weakened, though in truth it has 
been more honored in the breach to date. The buyer states, fearful that a selec- 
tive attitude will henceforth prevail on the execution of arms sales contracts, 
will be seriously inclined to diversify their sources of supply and accumulate large 
arsenals in order not to be at a loss in case of a prolonged war. 


Finally, two other questions, which are in fact tied together, have also been posed. 
The first relates to the risk that a war between two over-armed Third World countries 
may take on large enough proportions to endanger international stability. The 
second relates to Third World states achieving nuclear military capabilities. 

Would not a state that had nuclear weaponry be tempted, should it fail to realize 
its objectives on the ground quickly, to make use of it in order to break the re- 
sistance of its enemy once and for all? The answer to those serious questions is 
doubtless to be found in the personality of the individual head of state who would 
have to assume such a responsibility, and in the nature of his regime. But is is 
also to be found in the essential political dialogue that must be continued between 
the industrialized countries and the developing countries so that the proliferation 
of costly armaments produced by the former do not threaten world peace and do not 
interfere with the economic take-off of the latter who buy then.

The treaty of 9 March 1975, signed under Algerian auspices, put an end to the 
Kurdistan war in which Iran had indirectly been participating by giving its 
support to the Kurdieh revolt. The treaty also set the dividing line at 

Shatt al-Arab at the wid-point of the river and rectified the border in certain 
places. President sani Sadr himself admitted that Iran had filed to restore 
several territories to Iraq as required in the treaty.

13 people were killed and a large number injured in yesterday's clashes in Tehran. 





Our correspondent reporte that the 7 million inhabitantsof Tehran yesterday witnessed 
bloody clashes. Many groups of our homelend's courageous people, not fearing the 
flimsy announcements of Khomeyni's despotic and murderous regime, rose in full 
strength to fight the [word indistinct] usurpers and joined their voice in unison 
shouting slogans against the ruling clergy. 


In some parts of the city the patriots clashed with Beheshti's Hezbollahis, and 
when Khomeyni's knife-wielding revolution guards intervened the demonstrations 
turned into fierce clashes with the guards. The sound of shooting could be heard 
in the center of the capital and when a number of patriotic combatants were wounded 
the people expressed their hatred toward the clerical regime by shouting “death 

to Khomeyni's revolution guards." 


Our correspondent adds that most of the city's hostpials were filled with people 
killed or wounded and in some cases parents were seen searching for their children. 


But despite the revolution guards' warnings and the reiteration of threatening state- 
ments by Raja‘is fundamentalist government, the people continued shouting slogans. 
Suddenly fresh lackey revolution guards arrived in the scene and by first shooting 
in the air and using teargas tried to disperse the patriots, but when the people 
resisted they fired on then. 


According to the latest reports we received yesterday, about 13 people were killed 


in Tehran by Khomeyni's revolution guards. We have not received a report on the 
exact number of people wounded.

Next on the list were [name indistinct] and (Henry Pritchard), the latter being 

a strong opponent of the past regime. (Meanwhile), Ebrahim Yardi had established 
contacts between Khomeyni and a person called (Richard Catham) [words indistinct], 
while Prof (Thomas Mitchell) of George Washington University met a number of times 
with Sadeq Qotbzadeh in Europe [words indistinct). Extremely important roles were 
also played by the then U.S. ambassador in Tehran, William Sullivan, by Carter's 
special envoy to Iran, General Huyseer, and by Deputy Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher in establishing the gullahe' islamic republic. 


On the eve of Khomeyni's sedition, strongly voiced articles were published in the 
U.S. press, mostly speaking of the existence of torture in Iran's prisons. Of 
course, the only objective behind these reporte was to prepare the U.S. public opin- 
ion for the planned revolution in Iran. On the other sand, on the orders of the 
U.S. Administration, the U.S. masse media exaggerated reports on unrest in Iran and 
fanned the flames of chaos in ovr country. It was at this time that Jiomy Carter 
was making his contradictory remarks on U.S. relations with the past regime and 


with Khomeyni's clique. 


At this point it is necessary to study the role played by foreign organizations in 
Khomeyni's revolution. At least (730) international organizations, a large number 











of organizations in the United States and about 12 domestic and foreign student 
organizationa=-one of which wae headed by Ebrahim Yasdi--played an important part, 
under various lebele, in preparing the grounds for the establishment of the so-called 
Islamic republic. The names of some of these organisations are as follows: the 
London Strategic Research Organization; the Washington Strategic Research Organi- 
sation; the Human Righte Organisation; and International Amnesty, headed by Sean 
McBride, who had direct Linke with British intelligence. 


In the midet of all thie RamaeyClack=-(? a major official) in Amnesty International 
“could be seen in front of the U.S. Embassy in Tehran with clenched fists shouting 
anti-U.S. slogans. te had close contacts with “revolutionary” groups. 


After our reference to the international organizations we will continue by discussing 
the part played by the British in Khomeyni's sedition. Among the people in London 
who were busy helping Khomeyni and his associates one can see names such as Lord 
Carradon; (uke) [name indistinct], former adviser to the Jordanian Army; and 

[name indistinet). Of course we should not disregard the role played by the BBC 
that (?did not lose an opportunity) in criticizing the past regime. The British 
television too, by broadcasting interviews on Sundays, magnified the unrest in Iran 
and fanned the flames of disturbances. This television network showed fabricated 
filme, the sources of which were unkwown, on the violation of human rights in Iran 
and the then British ambassador refused to give any explanation on this (?attitude) 
to officials of our country. 


But let us see what role Prance played in establishing Khomeyni's republic in Iran. 
The names of members of the French (?personalities) directly involved are (Rene 
Dumont), (Michel Foucauld) and [name indistinct), who acted as Khomeyni's advisers 
during hie stay in Paris and who, at the same time, were in constant contact with 
British intelligence. 


When Khomeyni arrived in Paris all the necessary facilities were placed at his 
dieposal by the then French Government, and members of the French security under- 
took the duty of guarding hie life. 


At this point we will analyze the activities of Iranians in establishing Khomeyni's 
regime. Ruhollah Khomeyni, the leader of the revolution, heads this group of 
Iranians. It was at this time that the people came to know, by cassettes, of ‘Ali 
Shari'ati, who believed in an Islamic revolution through [word indistinct].

Meanwhile, \bolhasan Bani-sadr, Sadeq Qotbzadeh and Ebrahim Yazdi, who were all 


(?trained) by ‘Ali Shari'ati, established close contacts with Khomeyni immediately 
after hie arrival in Paris. Former General Qarebaghi, the then chief of staff,

arranged tor the secret :eeting between General Huyser and Eng Mehdi Bazargan, and 
it wae during this meeting that the plan for neutralizing Lran's national and cour- 
ageous army was drawn up. It was in accordance with this plan that on the firet 
day of Khomeyni's sedition the doors of the arms and ammunition depots were opened 
t raiders and a great number of patriotic armed forces personnel were (?killed). 
After these incidents, a number of patirotic officere were arrested and executed 
without trials by the murderer Shaykh Sadeq Khalkhali. 





Another traitor to the Iranian nation is former General Fardust, who is presently 
heading Khomeyni's security and espionage organization. Another person who served 
Khomeyni is Mehdi Bazargan, who, during his trip to Parise, made the necessary prom 
ises and pledges to serve Khomeyni. By accepting to become prime minister in the 
provisional government, Shaykh Bazargan gave the remainder of the fundamentalists 

the opportunity to strengthen their positions. During the entire period of Bazargan's 
premiership the executions continued and massacres were the topic of the day. 


One more factor that helped the mullahs’ efforte in gaining the management of our 
country's affaire was the decrease in the special fund for the clergy from $800 mil- 
lion to $50 million, as well as the huge amount sent by Bank Saderat director 
Engineer Mofarrah to Paris to assist Khomeyni. Of course, it should not be forgot- 
ten that ‘Allameh Nuri, who delivered his famous antiregime speeches on Zhaleh 
Avenue, was arrested with 8 million tumans on hin. 


We now come to the role played by the PLO in establishing Khomeyni's antipeople 
regime. Throughout the entire period of Khomeyni's etay in Paris, PLO leader Yasir 
‘Arafat was in contact with him. ‘Arafat was responsible for the training of terror- 
iste and murderers and for the Cinema Rex fire. He was also charged by Khomeyni 
with the duty of training terrorists to attack army garrisons, to plunder arms, to 
kill courageous armed forces personnel end to set up the bloodthirsty revolution 
guards organization. ‘Arafat's terrorists were responsible for the calamities in 
Qom and Azerbayjan, and Bazargan's provisional government paid an astronomical sum 
to this first and only guest of the Islamic republic (?for these duties). However, 
a more important and more interesting point than all these is the fact that ‘Arafat 
was granted the permission to set up PLO representations in Tehran and Ahvaz and 
the George Habash—the then head of the organization's terrorists--had the duty of 
creating riots in Khuzestan. 


In part of this analysis we will discuss the reasons why Khomeyni's sedition took 
place. Khomeyni's sedition apparently took place because the principles of human 
rights were not correctly observed, prisoners were tortured and because of the form 
er regime's policy. But the tcue reasons why this sedition took place are the 
following: 


1. The signing of the 1975 agreement between Iran and Iraq in Algeria which also 
included the former regime's assistance to the Iraqi Kurds had caused the concern 
of the then U.S. Administration's officials. 


2. The purchase of nuclear plants and reactors by the former Iranian regime was 
contrary to the interests of the then U.S. Government. 
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3, The fact that Iran was developing rapidly and the former regime had made oppor- 
tune promises that our country would achieve the grand civilization within the next 
10 years. 


4, The drawing of the green belt in the Soviet Union's southern borders. The 
United States and Britain thought that by giving a so-called Islamic image to the 
Iranian regime they would be able to motivate the Soviet Muslims bordering Iran and 
to also upset the domestic situation in the Soviet Union. 


5. The rescinding of the agreements signed in 1975 between France and Germany on 
the one side and Iran and Persian Gulf countries, Turkey and Pakistan on the other 
on the establishment of developed (?valuable) industries. 


6. The late shah's trip to Moscow in 1976 and the signing of the agreement on the 
sale of Iranian gas to the Soviet Union as well as on the expansion of trade rela- 
tions with the Eastern bloc. 


7. The decision adopted by the former regime to keep a distance from Israel and to 
come closer to Saudi Arabia and other Persian Gulf countries, as well as the form- 
er regime's decision to receive dollars in payment for its oil. All these were con- 
trary to the polices of Britain and the United States. 


8. The former regime's interest in turning the country into one of the world's 
most developed countries with a strong and well-equipped army. Of course, this 
was not acceptable to the Western countries. 


After listing the true reasons why Khomeygi's sedition took place, we seek to study 
the results of this sorrowful incident in our country. 


1. The complete disintegration of our economy, culture, art and social affairs that 
had been achieved during a period of half a century and through many efforts and 
large investments; 


2. The disintegration of the army and of the country's security forces as well as 
the destruction of the armed forces’ equipment that had been purchased with millions 


of dollars; 


3. The group execution of armed forces officers and personalities, and the death 
of about 100,000 of our youths in the war with Iraq and in various other wars with 
out country's patriotic minorities. 


4. The unemployment of 4.3 million people; the existence of 3 million young drug 
addicts and the brain drain of about 3 million experts, doctors, engineers and 
others who could not tolerate the stifling atmosphere in the Islamic republic. 

5. The plundering of all the country's foreign exchange reserves, of the crown 


jewels, of the gold bullions which becked the country's currency, of the jewels on 
peacock throne, of antique carpets and of other priceless items from our muesums; 


6. The loss of more than $10 billion in deposits belonging to the Iranian nation; 
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7. The banning of Iranian women from the society and retrogression to the medieval 
ages; 


8. The tramplinge of all lawe and regulations governing various sectors of the 
people's lives and the imposition of the will and domination of the fundamentalists 
on the people in all fields; 


9. The elimination of the freedom of speech and freedom of pen, of possibilities 
for travel abroad, and the creation of an atmosphere of oppression and suppression 
and the loss of Iran's and the Iranians’ international position;

[Text] A Voice of Iran correspondent has reported that the leader of prayers at 

the Saheb az-Zaman Mosque in the suburb of Narmak was arrested while talking with a 
high-ranking employee of the Soviet Embassy in Tehran. He was one of the regime's 
most influential mullahs and had played a very important role in (?propagating the 
regime's ideas) in Tehran since the beginning of Khomeyni's sedition, especially 

in the Narmak suburb. No information is available on where he is imprisoned or 

his fate. Our correspondent has reported that the officiator of prayers at the 
Narmak Saheb az-Zaman Mosque is said to have placed a great deal of information on 
the mullahs’ policies and confidential matters of Khomeyni's regime at the disposal 
of the Soviet Government through the Soviet agent. 


In continuation of his report our correspondent has added: exactly 2 days after the 
arrest of the Narmak mosque prayer leader one of the high-ranking men in the revolu- 
tion guards corps who was serving in Khuzestan and who had come to Tehran on a mis- 
sion was arrested while contacting one of the military attaches of the Soviet Embassy 
who was a KGB member. During this arrest many confidential documents were seized 
which provided details of the Iran-Iraq war, the Islamic army's tactics in its war 
against Iraq, the number of deaths and other confidential information on Khuzestan 
and other areas involved in the war. According to informed sources, the identifi- 
cation and arrest of the Narmak mosque prayer leader and the revolution guard spy 
were made possible after their telephone contacts were monitored. 


Our correspondent has added: The mullahs’ foreign ministry has asked two agents of 
the Soviet Embassy to leave Iran. According to the latest reports we have received, 
these two Soviet employees have returned to Moscow. 


Our correspondent has ended his report by saying that Mohammad ‘Ali Raja‘i's funda- 
mentalist government is trying to cover up the news on these arrests and especially 
the arrest of the Narmak mosque prayer leader, since in the next few days a number 
of famous mullahs of the regime are to be (?prosecuted) because of political dif- 
ferences, and the Narmak mosque prayer leader will be included in this group.

[Text] [Question] Mr Nurbakhsh, as the new governor of the central bank, could 
you please tell us what monetary policy this bank will adopt under you, and what 
policies it will adopt on the role of banknotes and the other issues? 


[Answer] In the name of God, the compassionate, the merciful. What I can announce 
as the general policy of the central bank is moving the banking system to serve the 


country's economy. Generally speaking, in this program three important factors 
play fundamental roles: 


1. The problem of attracting people's deposits and attracting people's trust; we 
try to make people believe this and make people believe there is nowhere safer than 
the bank for their deposits, and that their deposits will be used in the service 
of the country's economy and in their own service--with a suitable rate of interest 
for the people themselves. 


2. The problem of the staff of a general banking system; certainly in the past 
there were shortcomings in connection with the employment problems of this staff. 
We hope to eliminate these problems in the short tern. 


3. The problem of making laws and regulations for the participation of the bank- 
ing system in production activities. 


[Question] In the past week, the question of printing banknotes has been raised. 
There was a rumor about printing banknotes without financial backing. Could you 
please explain the policy of the central bank on this issue under your governorship? 


[Answer] As you mentioned, this is no more than a rumor; it is against the law, 

even against the post-revolutionary law, to print money without financial backing. 
These questions were raised mainly in connection with political issue; the issue of 
noncoordination between the central bank and the government, criticism by the govern- 
ment of the management of the central bank. What is certain is that not only will 
not banknotes be printed without financial backing, but it is one of our goals in 
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the central bank to reduce the money in circulation in order to fight inflation. 
Therefore, we try as much as possible to reduce the money supply. As I said, what 
you mentioned earlier is only a rumor and I hope people will foil these rumors, 

in the same way as they foil other rumors. 


[Question] [Words indistinct presumably on the increased price of gold] 


[Answer] Of course, as you mentioned, usually rumors about the political atmo- 
sphere play a substantial role in these matters. Generally speaking, the free money 
in the hands of the people engaged in speculation and who invest on anything likely 
to increase in price, has caused an artificial increase in the price of gold. I 
hereby declare that the central bank, having vast reserves of gold at its disposal, 
will in the bazaar and will thus prevent the price of gold from increasing like 
this. We have enough ground resources so that by offering gold in the corms of 
coins, we can neutralized the artificial increase in the price of gold.

POWER STRUGGLE CLIMATE DESCRIBED, ANALYZED

[Text | The Arab diplomat, who spoke about the "gang 

of four" in Sudan in a private gathering in London 

on the occasion of the May coup which had brought 

Numayri to power 12 years ago, was referring specifi- 
cally to three present pillars of the regime: 
‘Abd-al-Majid Hamid Khalil, first vice president and 
secretary general of the Socialist Union; Hasan 
al-Turabi, general spiritual guide for the Muslim 
Brothers who holds the position of public prosecutor; 

and al-Sadiq al-Mahdi, who has always been looking 

for a role in the makeup of the regime. 

it is in this power struggle climate that the gang of 
four, together with their arguments and their followers, 
sit at the table of Khartoum's guest and the creator of 
Camp David, al-Sadat, on the anniversary of the May coup, 
trying to get out of the regime's crisis by fabricating a 
unity of clients in the Nile Valley. 


This “gang of four" differs from the gang of four in China at least in 
descent. Quite naturally, it does not qualitatively resemble the "gang 
of tour” in Britian which grew out of the well-known split in the Labor 
party. 


The gang of four is emerging now in Khartoum with characteristics that 
distinguish it and make it worthy of the attention of Arab and foreign 
lenders and borrowers. [This is happening] at the peak of the crisis in 
Numayri's regime, which went as far as surrounding and isolating cities-- 
as was the case in al-Abyad--and firing at the masses--as was the case in 
Darfur. [It is happening} at the peak of the economic collapse and disin- 
tegration which assumed aspects that are explained, analyzed and commented 
upon in World Bank reports. [It is happening] on the eve of the visit that 
al-Sadat is making to achieve what has been called “full integration" and 
to announce the marriage of Numayri's "May" to the "May" of Camp David,

the normalisation [of relations] with che Israeli enemy, the public 
invitation that is being directed to the U.S. forces to use Sudanese terri- 
tory to oppress Arab and African liberation movements, and to grant 
al-Sadat's forces military facilities in east Sudan and in the area of 
al-Taynah in the province of Darfur in Gharabah. The gang of four is also 
emerging a6 4 receptacle that is draining the aid for whieh the IMF had 
allocated the sum of 200 million dollars annually, from 1979 cill the end 
of 1982. This has been happening under the pressure of a rate of inflation 
which extreme optimists say has not yet exceeded 50 percent. 


lt is curious that Numayri, who hed declared in the first statement he 
made of the coup of 25 May 1969 that "So far the country has not been 
blessed with independence in government since 1956," chat "it has had a 
history of tragedies because of the multiplicity of parties that seised 
power for their own interests;" that “corruption and bribery therefore 
prevailed, and the country's doors were laid open for foreign influence", 
stands today, 12 years after his leap into power to turn corruption in the 
philosophy of government, administration, politics and economics into a 
four-legged living creature. 


Where is the evidence’ 


Those who need evidence at a stage where none is needed are referred by 
those who are keeping track of what is called the "Sudanese question" to 
the three files that have been published by the Sudanese National Movement 
led by al-Sharif Husayn al—Hindi; they are referred specifically to the 
corruption file. This file indicates that the real objective behind the 
May [coup] corruption, which now represents the philosophy of the "gang of 
four", is the survival of the government. Its means to that end is to 
create a class whose interests are intertwined with those of the regime. 
This gives that class unlimited and undue [privileges] so that their 
defense of the government's survival becomes a defense of their source of 
Livelihood and a defense of the protector of their accomplishments. 





lt is small wonder then that Numayri was defended by all those who did 
defend him, beginning with the charlatans of the vanguard to the mil- 
lionaires of the national reconciliation. It is small wonder that the 
[irst revolutionary command council was made up of the power seekers, the 
failures of previous administrations and the attendants of the regimes 
which had found the democratic experience that followed independence dis- 
concerting. 


The power seekers and those in the gang of four who are hanging on to 
the coattails of power on the eve of celebrating [the anniversary] of the 
May coup may have differing, if not contradictory, positions and indepen- 
dent interpretations of the question of unity with al-Sadat's regime. 


However, as informed persons agree, they realize that by virtue of the 
fact that they are veterans of the game of power, the primary objective of 
any political or economic plan is to get out of a crisis which the regime 
is facing now. 
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The tact is that thie week at a time when clowns abound [on the scene) 
those whe have been keeping track of the Sudanese question did for various 
reasons recall what al-Sadiq al-Mahdi has been calling "pragmatism" and 
the ability to deal with events and what those who reject the methods 

of underhanded dealings have been calling sheer “opportunism” and 
chicanery. One of the most important of these reasons may be al-Sadat's 
visit to Khartoum and his plan to announce some form of unity between the 
two regimes on the occasion of celebrating [che anniversary) of the May 
Coup. 


Not tow long ago=-as people in the know relate--Muhammad Mirghani, who 
was Sudan's ambassador in Cairo, called Numayri by telephone to ask him 
whether or not he should attend the dinner that the Leraeli ambassador 
wae to attend. Numayri's reply to his ambassador at that time was specific 
and clear: “Attend the dinner, but do not eat.” 


These words have become part of the past. 


Attendance and dinner have now become obligatory duties. The matter began 
first a8 4 game of hopscotch or a gambol, but suddenly, on the anniversary 
of the May coup and in those immortal moments when the treasuries were 
emptied and a few pockets were filled and when the three rulers of 
Khartoum were turned into forgotten monstrosities, the gambol became a 
dance whose audience was short of admirers. 


Those who will now come to at al-Sadat's table and eat dinner with his 
friends, the people of Begin, Cohen, Shylock and others, are naturally 
nume | ous. 


But it is because of his position as Numayri's first vice president and 
ase secretary general of the Socialist Union that ‘Abd-al-Majid Hamid 
Khalil has to be one of the first eager diners. The man is a military 
man par excellence, and he does not like to disobey the orders of the 
field marshal. The man likes order, and those who Like him do not forget 
the role he played at the meetings of the Central Committee of his Socia- 
list Union. These meetings had become suitable [channels] for directing 
warnings to the national opposition for its role in opposing the corrup- 
tion of the government and of those who govern. 


But the man has been politically classified on the basis of the fact that 
he is close to al-Sadiq al-Mahdi. It had previously been stated that 
al-Sadiq was nominating him as a replacement for Numayri at a time when 
the field marshal had released news about his medical tests abroad by way 
of setting of f trial balloons. 


Hasan al-Turabi, the third figure in the gang of four who heads his own 
special group, is the brother-in-law of al-Sadiq al-Mahdi. Therefore, 
al-Sadiq toys with him, behaving as though he were the actual poresident 
of the Muslim Brothers. 


Those who hear the statements he makes about the struggle state that he 
did in fact spend 7 years in prison. 








but the book which he wrote from experience=="Al~'Alim al~'Allamah” [The 
Distinguished Scholar|--was not a book about a holy war and fighting a 
holy war. Lt was not a book that comprised the Jerusalem Tradition of 
"Two eyes that are untouched by fire: one weeps in fear of God, and 
another stays on guard tor the sake of God." It was rather a book about 
prayer. 


One of those who had been keeping track of al-Turabi's activities then 
said that al-Turabi had reminded him after he had read his book of the 
question that was raised by Dr Zaki Mubarak in his book on al-Ghazali 
about the significance--if there is one-=-that one can derive from the life 
of a suti recluse such as Abu Hamid al-Ghagali who had lived during the 
Crusades but had not written anything about the need for a holy war. 


The person who made the comment on al-Turabi's experience was not compa~ 
ring al-Turabi with Imam al-Ghasali. God forbid that there should be neg~- 
ligence and confusion in distinguishing the dignity of scholars from that 
of saints. That person's intention was to call attention to the fact that 
the man was the public prosecutor who--from an Islamic point of view--is 
supposed to enjoin justice and forbid evil. But this public prosecutor 

is relishing the power game in an upside down regime that enjoins evil 

and torbids justice, and he and his people are going all out to secure 
positions [in the government]. Ahmad ‘Abd-al-—Rahman, the second man in the 
Muslim Brothers group, had the good fortune of taking over the Ministry of 
the Interior, and Yasin ‘Umar al~Imam had the good fortune of presiding 
over the board of directors of the newspaper, AL-AYYAM, which speaks for 
the Socialist Union. 


The tact is that al-Turabi's group had begun its days by specializing 

in terrorism and spying on the opposition and its members. Its role came 
to an end when the National Front was disbanded. Al-Sadiq had been one 

of the members of the National Front, and he had bid the struggle farewell 
when he chose to yield to the so-called “reconciliation.” 


This group is now trying to take hold of the government. It has mastered 
the art of turning the government against the national forces and of ser- 
ving the government. It is thus playing an active role in providing intel- 
ligence | agencies! with evaluations of nationalist elements in the armed 
forces, in the civil service and in the diplomatic corps so as to make 
room for its constituents who would in turn take over power in the 
executive branch [of government }. 


The reconciliation between the Muslim Brothers and the Sudanese regime, 
as AL-DUSTUR has already mentioned, raises several questions: 


--What do the Brothers want from the regime, and what does the regime 
want from them? 


--Why did the Brothers choose [to go along with) the regime at a time when 
all the people refused [to go along}? 
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~eWhat ia the reason for this prostration in the first line of defense 
ot @ regime whose corruption reeks to high heaven? 


~-Can al-Turabi's antics reconcile the contradictions in “claiming to 
fight a holy war against corruption by striking an alliance with the seat 
of corruption?" 


Many people are observing that there is some harmony between al-Turabi 

and his close aides in their reliance on specific justifications they need 
not mention to justify the fact that they concluded a truce with the 
regime. They explain the matter by saying that these justifications have 
to do with secrets that pertain to their internal life, and that it is 
enough to deal with those matters internally since the Muslim Brothers do 
not have 4 broad-based popularity whose ebb and flow is to be taken into 
account. 


At his private gatherings al-Turabi claims that by pursuing the course 

of reconciliation he did save the Muslim Brothers’ organization which 

had become a hollow name and had shrunk to a Limited number [of members } 
in the prisons of the regime, half of whom have shaky confidence in the 
future of the organization, and all of whom are resigned to the terror 
practiced by the regime's security agencies. Even during the reconcilia- 
tion nothing worth mentioning was left for the Brothers except a few scat- 
tered student organizations that are lost without leadership. 


But who has not seen or heard of the fate of the Nasirist leaders who cham- 
pioned the regime against their enemies? 


The tourth player in the "gang of four" is al-Sadiq al-Mahdi, a leader 

who is without a leading position, after the masses of supporters withdrew 
the last support he had had in the wake of his joining the “reconcilia- 
tion" conspiracy which Numayri is intent on mentioning with or without 
cause in the list of his accomplishments, even though this "reconciliae- 
tion” is in fact a desperate attempt to prolong the life of the regime by 
broadening its political and social base. Its political outcome was nega- 
tive since it was an agreement between forces that were suffering from 
their isolation from the masses. 


Al-Sadiq's daily practice also indicated that he was attempting to tame 
the followers and to use them to serve the interests of the regime. This 
became evident in his persistent attempts to kill the followers’ spirit of 
sacritice and self-sacrifice. Al-Sadiq declared that followers would not 
hereafter be used in fighting against the Sudanese army. He meant by this 
that they will not fight against Numayri's regime. 


However, there is a wave of resentment towards al-Sadiq and his aides 
amidst the circles of followers. One of the reasons for this is the fact 
that the damages which should have been paid to the followers as a result 
of rhe events of Aba island in particular had been tampered with. 
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Ae we already mentioned in AL-DUSTUR the accusing finger te be geztaces 
at Khalid Muhammad Ibrahim who claimed to be the director of ¢t ole 


lowers’ affairs office and who paid these damages to his relatives and his 
protepes. 


Some people in the circles of followers are saying that Khalid Muhammad 
Ibrahim had prepared a list of the names of the followers who oppose the 
May pa Ae and the reconciliation and that he had turned this List 
over to the state security agency. 


But as events will establish, al-Sadiq had placed his bets on a losing 
horse. 


Al-Sadiq is dreaming of seizing power, and he believes that by par- 
Licipating and becoming involved in a low-key dialogue, he will be the 
natural replacement for Ja'far Numayri and his government. 


The dialogue remained a monologue whose objective was neither the public 
interest nor the welfare of the masses. Numayri continued to dodge the 
man and to get as much out of him as he could until talk of reconciliation 
became nothing more than fiction. 


Thus he proved the truth of the statement that a ‘eader is finished if he 
becomes covetous. 


Al-Sadiq did not achieve the "inherited" hope of ruling Sudan, and he did 
not cause the popular national opposition led by al-Sharif Husayn al-Hindi 
to lose its ability to take the initiative and to be defiant. He also did 
not budge Numayri from the seat of power despite Numayri's weakness and 
shaky position. 


The situation remained as it is, or. rather worse than it was, and the 
man inside this maelstrom was living on a mirage, thinking that what was 
not water was water indeed. 


in this climate of power struggle the gang of four on the anniversary 

of the May coup is sitting with its arguments and its followers at the 
table of al-Sadat, the guest of Khartoum and the creator of Camp David. 
The gang is trying to get out of the regime's crisis by fabricating a 
unity of clients in the Nile valley, thereby providing analysts with new 
opportunities to confirm the correctness of their pessimistic inferences 
about the marshal's regime. These are inferences which they had made not 
too long ago.

|Text | For 12 years the regime of Field Marshal Ja'far Numayri has been 
practicing all kinds of violence and has been violating the rights and 
Liberties of citizens in Sudan. The regime did not hesitate for one moment 
in arresting its political opponents without a charge or a trial, and it 
did not hesitate in torturing and killing them and turning them over to 
special, emergency and military courts. Despite all this the masses of our 
brave people did not for one moment stop their struggle against this 
Fascist and dictatorial regime; nor did they stop producing martyrs and 
detainees. 


Numayri's prisons and detention centers are still crowded with numerous 
unionist, Ba'thists and trade union fighters as well as others who have 
been incarcerated for more than 1 year. Some of them were convicted by 
special and emergency courts but were not released despite the fact that 
they did serve their term. Some of them are suffering from serious 
diseases, but the regime is nevertheless refusing to allow them to have 
suitable therapy despite the recommendations of the medical corps 
physicians, as with the case of Mr Yusuf Himmat Hasan, vice president 

of the Cooperative People's Bank who was detained on the charge of belon- 
ging to the Socialist Ba'th party. There is also the case of Mr al-Baqir 
Ahmad ‘Abdallah, who is accused of being a member of the Democratic 
Unionist party. 


As it sets forth the list below of the names of the aforementioned 
detainees, Amnesty Sudan wishes to apologize to numerous other detainees 
in the various prisons of Sudan whose names it has not yet been able to 
obtain. 


In publishing these names Amnesty Sudan is appealing to the national and 
progressive public opinion in the homeland, throughout the Arab world, 
in Africa and in the world and to all the agencies concerned with the 
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questions of human rights t» interfere quickly and expeditiously for the 
release of all detainees and tor ensuring the best conditions for them 
during the period of their incarceration. At the same time Amnesty Sudan 


is appealing to our citizens inside the 


country and abroad to intensify 


their daily struggle against this Fascist regime and to work for its down- 
fall so that freedom, democracy and justice can be achieved. Amnesty is 


thus taking this opportunity to commend 


the prominent role that the Union

Two teachers and seven students, including the secretary of the Teachers’ 
Union in the Upper Nile are in the Upper Nile prison. Ten months jail 
sentences were rendered against Ahmad Adam al-Zaki, al-Dayrdayri Adam al-Zayn 
and Qaysar Ibrahim by the state security court. 


Twenty-seven residents of the southern province were arrested in Kassala. They 
were charged with having received training from the Cubans in Ethiopia. 
Nineteen of them went to the Kassala prison, and the remaining 28 went to 
Maban, a military checkpoint at the borders. It has been said that they were 
tortured tor several days between 28/10/1980 and 30/10/1980. They were 
tortured by Maj al-Haj and by ‘Ali al-Dayy. Among the names that have been

There are 12 citizens from Chad at the Cooper jail. Among them was Hasan 
Hiyazah, one of the members of the Chad Embassy. There are also nine 
Ethiopians. Mr Mirghani al-Shayib, councilor at the public prosecutor's 

olfice accused the chief justice and others of attempting to obstruct jus- 
tice and of covering up one of the cases in which a Darfur resident died while 
he was being tortured and while he was in police custody. 


Amnesty wishes to explain that the field marshal's regime was not satisfied 
with what it had done, but that it deliberately set out to attack the 
independence of the courts. Field Marshal Numayri appointed himself as actual 
head of the judiciary, and membership in the Socialist Union was forced on the 
judges. Numayri then dismissed the boards of directors of the unions whose 
members had been elected under his supervision and in accordance with his laws 
because they had refused to comply with his internal and foreign policy. He 
dismissed the boards of directors of the Accountants' Union, the Farmers' 
Union and most recently the Press Union. He also set out to falsify the recent 
elections of the Labor Union. He resorted to all the methods of intimidation, 
enticement and bribery; he fired the trade-unionists; he prevented them from 
nominating themselves; and he had them arrested to prevent them from running 
in the elections. 


The proceeds of 12 years of this Fascist regime have been injustice, futility, 
terror, corruption, sabotage, and the violation of citizens’ liberties and 
rights. 


Amnesty Sudan is repeating its appeal to all citizens to intensify their 
Struggle to regain their usurped rights and to bring an end to the Fascist, 
client regime.
